BARRIOS’ MISTAKE R 


An American Engineer’s Account of 
the President’s Death. 


ee 


Mr. Theodore Paschke's Interview 
With the Late Executive of Guate- 
mala — How Barrios’ Death De- 
moralized the Entire Army—The 
New Regime. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 12.—Engineer Theodore Paschke 
of this city has been living in Guatemala for severa} 
years. From a private letter received from him 
yesterday the following extracts, concerning the 
battle in which President Barrios was killed, are 
taken. Referring to the stories already printed of 
the movements of Barrios and his troops up to the 
final engagement, he says: “I will not repeat all 
that, but simply continue the story. I had gone 
after President Barrios with the big war map of 
Salvador to present it to him. I caught up with him 
at Juxiapa on Friday, March 27, sent in my card 
at once and was admitted immediately. I presented 
the map and spread it out on the floor, He knelt 
right down and I explained it ali tohim. He was 
so pleased with it that he called at once all his 
generais and we held a regular council of war, and 
mapped out the course the army should take. 
After that he said I should get something 
to eat, rest for the day, and call 


again the next day, when he wanted to talk more 
with me. When I called the next day he gave mea 
letter to the Minister of War, and made me a nice 
handsome present, After a little more talk I told 
him that should he need the services of an en- 
gineer that I was at his disposal. Why, certainly,’ 
he said; and he added, ‘I intended to ask you to 
come along, any way, but since you have spoken 
about it, ali tue better. That's what I like in a 
mat 

Barrios at once put the telegraph and mail at 
my free disposal to call for anything 
to bes nt after me I might nee! in the campaign, 
for I really did not come ys oh for such an 
emergency. Heerabbed me by the hand and said 
he was glad indeed. I at once telegraphed for what 
I needed and the next day, Sunday, the 29th, 

WE STARTED FOR THE FRONTIER, 
and reached Chings the next day in the forenoon. 
The Salvador forces bad entrenched themselves on 
the other side of the ring and awaited our arrival. 
Isuggested to the Chief to go up on one of the 
neighboring hills, from where the w f 
the enemy could said 
that 1 would of 
it for him. took 
the idea and gave the necessary orders. Then in 
the afternoon, our artillery was meved into position 
and opened fire abeut3 p. m. Our forces bevan to 
cross the river and in av houf afterwards the Sal- 
vadorians were put to flight; all their trenches 
were taken and we pursued them until dark. This 
little victory greatly elated our troops, cost us only 
fifteen wounded and six dead, and the enemy lost 
about twenty-five dead, among whom was one 
Colonel. 
Saivador to a hacienda cailed Magdalena. It was 
found that the Saivadorians. had withdrawn to 
the town of Chalchuapa, where thry had fortified 
themselves. By 2 wm wen: morn about 10,000 
men uad been pushed ahead towards that position, 
and our headquarters were mo abead n, 
rig t in front of the town from where the whole 
coming battie-fleld could be overseen. The same 
day our artilery Was got. bed fire 
; 0 ä sitions. Our 
y them, and

put in position by nightfall. The firing then 
ceased and that evening, when we lay down to rest 
I was thinking the situation over, and came to the 
conclusion that to-morrow Barrios would 
MAKE HIMSELF A NAME AS A GENERAL, 
for we had taken up sucia posi ion as uad cut off all 
the roads ieading into the town; had cut the town 
off from all reirforcements and retreat, and it 
appeared that nothin, could prevent us from taking 
their whole force prisoners. 

The dawn of the next day found our camp all up 
and alive with expectant men, aud all feit that the 
day wou be somewhat ‘hot,’ but all were 
mn good spirits. The artili opened fire again, 
but with a little more vigor than the day beiore. 
The circle of our troops around the enemy was 
made more perfect and the reserves were put into 

ition, Between 9 and 10 a. m. an officer came 
into headquarters and told Barrios that a certain 
battalion refused to go into the ht under the 
eleadership of their commander. Here Barrios 
made the great mistake of his life. He left bead- 
quarters tor the purpose of making a speech 
to these troops. In the teat of speech- 
making, in a moment of enthusiasm, he 
forgot himself, forgot bis country, his great 
work, his cause,and asked them if they would 
come with bim. Of course the answer was one 
‘Hurrah,’ Viva,“ and he then and there opened 
the battle in person and ied this battalion, took a 
couple of trencies, but fell a victim, pierceu by two 
buvets. The battle opened all around and our 
troops began to close on the enemy, but as one 
battaiion after another learned that their ‘patriot’ 
had fallen, they became demoralized, withdrew and 
gave up the already-won battle. Two hours later, 
when the tact became generally known, our whoie 
army was demoralcked. Some of the best 
disciplined battalious kept up the fight until late 
in the afternoon, but ineifectually. ith Barrios

MAXWELL’S EXTRADITION. 


The Legal Course to be Followed to 


Secure It. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WasHineton, D. C., May 12.—At the State Depart. 
meut yesterday itv was learned that the papers 
necessary for the extradition of Maxwell had not 
yet been received from St. Louis. As soon as they 
come immediate steps will be taken to fill out the 
papers, and not more than a day will be con- 
sumed in perfecting the document to brinz Maxwell 
back to the United States. The regulations of the 
State Department concerning extraditions are as 
foilows: “In causing requisitions to be made on the 
British authorities under the treaty of the 9th of 
August, 1842, for the surrender of 
criminals, tugitives from justice, it 
must be made to appear to the 
President of the United States: First, that one of 
the offenses enumerated in the treaty has been 
committed within the jurisdiction of the Uniied 
States, or some one of the Siates or Territories; 
second, that the — charged with the offense 
has fled from the United States and taken refuge 
in the Bricish dominious. Upon the presentation of 
evideuce of these facts, a requisition wiil be made 

uesting the delivery of the person charged, pro- 
vided that such evidence of criminality, 
roduced before the British authorities, accord- 
to the laws of the place where the 
rson r will be found, would 
Pistity his apprehension and commitment for trial 
it a like crime or offense had tnere been comumiit- 
ted. The regular and 
MOST PROPER EVIDENCE 
of the fugitive would be a wroperiy certified copy 
of an indictment found against bim by a Grand 
Jury or ot any information made before an ex- 
amining Magistrate, accompanied by one or more 
depositions, setting forth as fully as possible the 
circumstances of the crime. if the fugitive be 
charged with the violations of a law of a State or 
Territory his delivery will be required to be 
made to the authorities of such State or Terri- 
tory. If the offense charged be a 
viola ion of a law of the United States (such as 
piracy, murder on board vessels of the United 
States, or in arsenals or dock yards, etc.) the de- 
will be required to be made to the officers or 
autnorities of tae United States, the expense of the 
apprehension and delivery to be borne by the party 
appiying for the requisition of the Govern.veut, ex- 
Cept m Cases of crimes against the United States. 
The name ofthe person who is to receive and 
bring back the offender is required for iusertion in 
the warrant autuorzing him to act. Upou the pres- 
entation of the papers at Meivourne the case Wel 
be tried before a commissioner, and the British 
Government has assured the State Department 
that no diily-dallying will be allowed, but Maxwell 
wil: be turned over to the person designated by the 
St. Louis authorities to receive him.

THE SOUDAN COLLAPSE. 

Lord HaRtTINGTON’s so-called “explanation 
of the Soudan campaign,” may be accepted as 
an authoritative announcement that the pres- 
ent administration has determined to abandon 
further attempts to accomplish what never 
should have been undertaken, Beyond the 
holding of Suakim and the retention of a gar- 
rison at Wady Halfa, British military opera- 
tions in the Soudan are ended. Khartoum will 
remain uncaptured, GORDON unavenged, EL. 
Maupi unsmashed. Not one of those objects 
for which, less than three months ago, all the 
energies of the empire were being taxed to the 
uttermost has been, even partially, attained. 
Never was there a lamer or more 
impotent conclusion; never a mere com- 
plete and disgraceful failure. From heginning 
to end there is not a single redeeming feature, 
excepting always the bravery of the troops en- 
gaged, and their subordinate officers, The un- 
certain policy and ruinous delays on the part 
of the Government have been supplemented by 
the blundering inefficiency of the commanding 
Generals; and the individual heroism displayed 
by those who obeyed orders for which they 
were not responsible only serves to set in 
stronger light the miserable mismanagement 
through which that heroism was wasted. 

The terrible expenditure of treasures and of 
blood has brought absolutely nothing in return. 
For the millions flung into that bottomless pit, 
for the thousands of precious lives extin- 
guished there, England has purchased nothing 
but a bitter experience, which may or 
may not be wisely utilized hereafter, and dam- 
aged prestige which is not likely soon to be re- 
paired—never, indeed, in the quarter where the 
damage was inflicted. Affairsin the Soudan, 
so far as these affect the rest of the world, are 
in vastly worse condition than when the first 
British soldier put his foot on the sands of the 
desert. The practically boundless territory of 
which Khartoum is the nominal capital was 
sufficiently inaccessible to Europeans and suf- 
ficiently hostile to civilization before. Now 
its doors will be closed and barred against both 
for an indefinite period. The Soudan and its 
people have maintained their right to a barbar- 
ous independence, and that this independence 
will be as zealously and savagely guarded as it 
was gallantly defended, is certain.

W ith these views he gathered round 
him three Norw egian families in the basement 
where he runs his Bee Hive Laundry,“ one of the 
families being Kari Stia nsou, his wife and two cail- 
dren.
